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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee, 

Valley  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Anrmal  Report  upon 
the  health  of  your  district  durin,';^  the  year  1964, 

The  Registrar  General’ s mid-year  population  estimates  show 
a further  rise  in  your  population  to  the  current  figure  of  13,  360 
from  the  former  12,800,  This  reflects  a progressive  incfease-population 
-trend  from  1954  ( 12,100  -)•  with  but  two  excepitions.  During  i960  and 
1962  tho  unaccountable  falls  wore  respectively  21C  and  200,  So  that 
if  the  trend  ha'd  been  uninterrupted  by  those  'two  j^>^rs,  your  population 
might  have  been  increased  by  as  much  as  nearly  in  ten  years.  The 

significance  of  this  trend,  is  of  course,  not  in  the  absolute  diffcronce 
in  figures  but  in  the  interpretation  in  relation  to  continuing  public 
S' rvicc  nedds,  Tho  principle  such  ser^/icos  being,  housing,  sewerage  and 
mains  ^^atcr  provision.  Pure  water  provision  is  of  course  tho  prerogative 
of  tho  centralised  County  Water  Authority,  who  state  that  during  the  last 
year  the  mains  increase  has  been  brought  up  to  a 112  miles  in  this 
Sanitary  District  ( the  largest  such  mileage  in  any  Anglesey  District  Area). 
Correspondingly  tho  properties  now  supplied  with  mains  water  has  increased 
by  223. 

The  Council' s commendable  progress  in  provision  of  village 
community  sewage  has  been  further  improved  by  raising  the  figure  to  17  such 
schemes,  with  tho  added  opening  of  the  Llanddousant  scheme.  Additionally, 
other  schemes  arc  at  present  in  various  stages  of  construct-ion,  the  details 
of  which  are  ably  dealt  with  by  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  in  his 
Annual  Report, 

Suffice  it  to  reiterate  that,  apart  from  ministerial  financial 
considerations,  tho  third  public  service  ( that  of  Housing  provision  ) is 
sometimes  to  some  extent  modified  ministerially  by  the  lack  of  wa.ter,  and,  or, 
sewerage  provision,  i'^ith  the  progress  already  rc-ffered  to,  in  those  two 
services  then  correspondingly  rehousing  is  simplified.  And,  in  fact  31  more 
nei^  Council  Houses  were  brought  into  occuponcy  and  42  more  were  in  tho 
Ifeuilding  - bringing  the  Council-owned  property  nearly  upto  the  figure  of  700, 

In  terms  of  tho  Council's  valuation  wealth,  the  Rateable  Value  in 
the  twelve  month  period  under  review  has  increased  from  the  former  £236,586, 
to  the  current  £264,890,  The  productivity  of  a penny  rate,  as  on  31,3,65,, 
was  £1,020  as  compared  with  £l,060  a year  earlier. 

The  corrected  Birth  Rate  has  increased  from  20.1  to  21.8  and  as 
such  compares  with  18.4  for  England  and  Wales  and  with  19.2  for  Anglesey  - 
that  is  to  say  an  appreciably  above  average  rate,  as  it  was  twelve  months 
earlier.  One  possible  reason  for  these  greater  figures  may,  perhaps,  bo 
the  presence  of  two  Military  Establishments  within  the  District  with  a high 
proportion  of  young  married  people.  I refer  to  R.A.F.  Valley  and  the  Ty 
Croes  Army  Unit. 

Tho  corrected  Death  Rate  has  fallen  from  14,27  to  12,68  and  as 
such  compares  vrith  those  for  England  and  ^■'ales  - 11,3  and  Anglesey  - 12,8, 

A study  of  tho  Causes  of  Death  does  not  appear  to  reveal  any  group 
worsening  that  a Sanitary  Authority  could  have  prevented.  But  it  is  un- 
fortunate to  have  to  record  a death  from  tuberculosis  ( a man  ofr65  ) after 
a complete  absence  of  such  a fatality  in  the  former  year  ( 1963  ).  For  sovoral 
years  prior  to  1962  there  had  not  been  more  than  3 tuberculous  deaths. 


Of  Notifiable  Infectiout  Dlsoasoe  it  x-fas  anticipated  that  the 
usual  periodic  epidemic  of  measles  might  bo  e?:pectod,  and,  in  fact,  193 
such  notifications  were  made. 

There  were  only  8 cases  of  whooping  cough,  no  doubt,  due  to 
the  public' s response  to  the  protective  immunisation  measures  organised 
by  the  xLocal  Health  Authority. 

It  is  regrettable  that  Tuberculosis  after  occuring  only  twice 
in  the  former  year,  accounted  for  8 cases  in  the  current  year'.  But  it  may 
be  some  consolation  that  five  of  these  cases  were  aged  over  30  years  and 
three  of  jihese  were  over  50.  The  age  significance  being  that  in  general 
the  younger  the  age  the  more  infective  is  the  disease  to  other  members  of 
the  community 0 

The  Local  Health  Authority  provided  clinical  protection  against 
infectious  diseases  to  the  extent  that  6l  persons  wore  vaccinated  against  ^ 
smallpox  and  8 revaccinated,  whereas  protective  measures  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus  accounted  for  16?. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  again  to  thank  the  Chairman,  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest,  and  the  Clerk  and  both  Senior 
and  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  ready  and  wil'' ing  co-operation 
at  all  times.

1959,  I Beg  to  submit  my  report  upon  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  area 
together  v/ith  a sun^mar;/  of  v/ork  carried  out  during  the  year  I964. 


NlTIONiiL  liSSIST/JJCE  ACT.  1948

The  Council  were  called  upon  to  carry  out  their  duty  under  the  above 
Act  on  one  occasion  only  wheh  the  body  of  a new'ly  born  child  was  found  on  one 
of  the  foreshores  in  the  area.  As  the  beach  in  question  was  near  Holyhead, 
agreem^ent  v/as  made  vdth  officials  of  that  Authority  for  '^ortuary  and  buraal 
arrangements  to  be  cai'ried  out  by  them,  with  the  v/hole  of  the  cost  being  borne 
by  this  Council. 


RATIR  SUPPLY 

Detailed  information  required  to  be  given  under  this  heading  cannot 
readily  be  included  in  this  report  as  the  Anglesey  County  Council  are  the 
TA’ater  Authority  for  the  whole  county.  However,  the  follov/ing  information, 
extracted  from  the  annual  report  of  the  County  I'S'ater  Engineer  wall  be  of  some 
interest:  - 

(1)  Traffwll  modernisation  scheme  was  completed  early  in  the  year.  The  new 
12"  diameter  main  to  Holyhead  has  made  it  possible  to  dispense  vnith  the 
Twx  source  and  to  stop  having  to  boost  the  supply  at  Hra-^,  v/hilst  it  was 
also  possible  to  fill  Cwm  Service  Reservoir  and  maintain  its  level  at  will. 

(2)  A total  of  223  additional  properties  within  the  area  were  connected  to 
the  mains  during  the  year,  bringing  the  total  number  of  properties  so 
connected  since  1951  to  2,470. 

(3)  The  total  length  of  water  distribution  mains  in  the  district  as  at 

31/12/64  v/as  112.§3  miles,  being  longer  than  that  of  any  other  district 
in  the  county.  »-

Water  Samplins; 


All' routine  sampling  of  mains  water  for  bacteriological  examination 
continues  to  be  undei  taken  by  the  /inglesey  County  Council  as  Water  y^uthority 
and  sampling  of  supplies  by  officers  of  this  Department  has  been  limited  to 
private  well  su^jplies  on  request  by  the  owners  and  to  streams  and  watercourses 
vvhere  it  is  intended  to  discharge  effluents  from  sewage  treatment  w'^rks  in 
course  of  construction. 

During  the  year,  a total  of  21  samples  of  water  were ■ collected  and 
forwarded  to  the  rublic  Health  laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 
Seven  of  the  'S'amples  were  taken  fro’^'  private  well  su'::.'plies  and  the  remainder 
from  Afon  Alaw,  in  connection  with  the  Llanddeusant  sewerage  scheme.  The 
following  results  were  obtained: -

Owners  of  those  w'ells  w/here  unsatisfactory  results  v/cre  obtained  were 
advised  on  the  measures  to  be  taken  to  secure  an  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  supply. 

Once  again,  a number  of  complaih'ts  were-  received  of  discolouration  of 
the  mains  water  supply  and  these  were  referred  to  the  County  Water  Department 
for  attention,  it  had  been  expected  that  these  conditions  would  not  have 
arisen  following  the  introduction  of  t’,/o  new  filters  in  the  Cefni  works 
last  year. 

STvV^KAC']  /HID  DRAINAGE 
Village  or  Area  Sewerage  Schemes 

During  the  year  the  sewerage  scheme  serving  the  village  of  Llanddeusant 
was  completed  and  brought  into  operation,  effluent  from  tlio  treatment  works 
being  discharged  into  the  River  Alawu 

Satisfactory  progr(3ss  v/as  maintained  on  the  construction  of  se-v^/erage 
schemes  to  serve  the  villages  of  Llanfaelog  and  Pencarnisiog,  and  w-ork  on 
the  first  instalment  of  Trea.rddur  Bay  extensions  was  commenced. 

The  completion  of  the  Llanddeusant  scheme  brings  the-  total  number  of 
schemes  controlled  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  seventeen.  Of 
these,  six  are  gravitation  schemes,  the  remaining  eleven  being  pumping 
schemes  operated  by  seventeen  automatic  pumping  stations. 

Seven  of  the  sewerage  schem.;s  have  sea-outlets  w'here  sewage  is  discharged 
without  tnuatment  to  the  sea. 

A local  inquiry  was  held;  into  a proposed  village  sewerage  scheme  to 
serve  Rhyd-vryTi,  follo'v.ing  '.vhich  the  'Ungineering  Inspector  Avho  conducted  the 
inquirj'-  suggested  that  consideration  should  bo  given  to  corbining  the 
proposed  schemes  to  serve  Rhydwyn  and  Llanrhyddlad  into  one  schEme  vd.th 
the  sc\.age  from  the  latter  area  discharging  to  the  Rhydi\-yn  schcr.e.  The 
continued  d«lay  in  pr<} paring  a scheme  which  is  acceptable  to  both  the  Rclsh 
OffiC'-  and  the  Gwynedd  River  liuthority  is  most  disappointing  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  two  areas  can  avail  themselves  of  this  essential  service  in  the 
near  future.

During  the  .yo-'.r,  the  Council's  proposed  sewerage  schetr.c  to  serve  the 
village  of  Llynfacs  was  not  approved  by  the  Yvelsh  Office  because  of 
unjustifiable  expense.  The  fact  that  over  six  ronths  elapsed  betvireen  the 
date  of  inquiry  and  the  giving  of  the  decision  snows  that  the  schzme  wr.s  very 
thoroughly  considered  by  the  Department  Officials  concerned. 

Sewerage  systems  generally  operated  satisfactorily  and  previous  troubles 
arising  from  fractured  rising  mains  forming  part  of  the  Valley  and  Pour  Pile 
Bridge  did  not  re-occur.  The  'lecessity  for  carrying  out  works  which  will 
obviate  the  need  to  discharge  crude  sev/age  into  the  inland  sea  during  emergencies 
still  remains. 

fj^acture  of  the  rising  main  at  Gwalchmai  occurred  and  this  vms  repaired 
at  very/notice  by  a firm  of  engineering  contractors  in  the  area  and  with  a 
minimum  of  nuisance  and  inconvenience  to  the  land-ovmer  concerned. 

Concern  was  expr'-ssed  by  the  Gvamc'il  River  Authority  about  the  quality 
of  effluent  discharged  from  the  treatment  works  and  the  rc;sultant  fouling 
of  the  receiving  stream  between  the  works  and  Drip  Bach.  Conditions  w/erc 
admittedl3'  bad  especially  in  times  of  limited  rainfall  but  a substantial 
improvement  was  achieved  before  the  end  of  the  year  with  increase  in 
maintenance  coincidental  veLth  heavier  rainfall. 

A complaint  from  a nearbj’-  landowner  that  effluent  from  the  Brjaidu  S.D, 
works  was  causing  undue  onllution  in  the  River  Ddr^/d'wj^  was  thoroughly 
investigat'd  and  representative  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  various 
points  along  the  river  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  anl  chemical 
analj'ses.  Results  obtained  showed  that  the  complaints  were  not  justified. 

Individual  Drainage  Systems 

A total  of  twenty'’  one  new  Irainage  systems  serving  properties  outside 
drainage  areas  were  inspected  and  approved  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLP/iNSII.G 


Refuse  Collection  and  Pis po sal 


The  general  refuse  collection  sei'vice  continued  to  be  maintained  by 
two  vehicles  - a "Karrier"  side  - loader  based  at  and  operated  from  Abcrf I'rawa 
and  a "Karrier"  Dual  - Tip  based  at  Valley. 

In  view  of  oast  experience  it  was  decided  to  augment  the  service  in  the 
summer  months  with  an  Austin  commercial  vehicle  which  had  been  retained  for 
such  purooses.  This  additional  vehicle  greatly  increased  the  efficienc3''  of 
the  service  and  it  was  used  in  the  main  on  collection  from  hotels  and  caravan 
sites  which  were  given  a regular  service. 

At  the  end  of  the  summer  season,  norr-'al  service  v/as  resumed  vwLth  the 
two  permanently  used  vehicles  and  as  it  was  obvious  that  maintenance  of 
frequenc3'  of  collection  throughout  the  area  would  be  difficult  without 
considerable  overtime  work,  the  Council  decided  to  request  occupiers  in  those 
areas  v/here  a "back-door"  collection  service  was  carried  out  to  carry  dustbins 
to  the  rear  of  properties  :'fter  emptz'ing.  The  response  to  the  requests  wm.s 
TTiost  encouraging  and  this  practice  enabled  the  service  to  be  caa'ried  cut 
without  undue  overtime  being  worked. 

The  considerable  rate  of  d.evolo^:>ment  over  the  last  few  3/errs  Vvi]l 
entail  a complete  review/  of  this  particular  service  in  the  future  but  before 
an.v  definite  proposals  are  made  it  is  intended  to  await  the  reports  of  the 
Working  Party  set  up  to  stud;/  refuse  collection  and  disposal  generall3'-.

Conditions  nt  this  tip  v/erc  rriaintninod  satisfactorily  during  tho  year 
and  the  Bristol  P, D.  44  angledozer  operated  with  the  nininuTn  of  maintenance. 
Quantities  of  soil  and  sand  acre  obtained  for  covering  purposes,  in  addition 
to  the  use  of  inert  material  from  "rested"  portions  of  the  tip. 

4 request  v.'as  made  by  R.  4.P.  Station,  Valley  for  permission  to  dispose 
of  cleaning  rags  v/ith  beta/ yamma  contamination  in  the  refuse  tip.  Quantities 
of  rags  would  “be  in  the  rer;^.on  'of  i cwt.  per  month  and  the  rr.ethod  of  disposal, 
which  would-  b'}  efi'ected  under  R.A.  P.  supervision,  would  be  by  burial  in  5 feet 
of  refuse.  T’he  Council  V'Ore  not  in  favour  of  granting  approval  and  the 
application  was  not  proceeded  v/ith. 

Ri^ht  Soil  Collection 
Cesspool  Cleansing 

The  steeidy’’  decline  in  the  pail-closet  ei^ptying  service  a.nd  the  increase 
in  the  nu’^bcjr  of  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  cleansed  continue-l,.  During 
the  year  a total  of  140  such  installations  were  cleansed  at  the  request  and 
expense  of  respective  occupiers,  129  of  the  properties  served  being  v/ithin 
the  rural  district. 

service  was  also  given  to  tho  Wylfa  Power  Station  site  v:hen  a number 
of  cesspools  on  the  site  were  cleansed  at  the  request  of  the  contractors. 

The  rates  charged  for  this  service  continued  at  30/-  per  hour  for 
properties  vathin  the  district  and  C3  per  hour  for  those  outside  the  ai’ea. 

Street  Cleansing 

This  service  continued  luring  the  year  but  comments  made  in  previous 
annual  reports  on  the  need  for  a more  regular  service  especially  in  Rhosneigr 
and  Trear-ddur  Bay  havq  to  be  r^jpoated.  ■'embers  mil  be  aware  that  this 
service  is  carried  out  by  employees  of  this  Council  and  a contribution  is 
paid  by  the  County^  Council  towm.rds  the  work. 

Foreshores 

Cleansing  of  the  several  foreshores  in  the  area  continued  to  present 
difficulties,  -end  despite  an  improvement  in  the  frequency  of  attention  to 
the  two  main  beaches  at  Rhosnc'igr  and  Trearddur  Bay  the  general  position 
regarding  depositing  of  litter  remained. 

Pollution  of  beaches  on  the  western  coastline  of  the  district  continued 
at  int,^rvals  and  apart  from  a certain  amount  of  manual  removal,  it  was  left 
to  tidal  action  to  remove  accur'ulations  of  oil  and  tar.  An  application 
from  a firm,  to  carry  out  small  scale  trials  on  one  of  the  beaches  of  an 
emulsifj/ing  liquid  produced  by  them  for  use  in  cleaning  beaches  v/as  approved 
but  the  tests  he,'.'  not  been  carried  out  by  thej  end  of  the  ,year. 

Public  Conveniences 

Durirjg  the  y^'cer,  new  public  conveniences  in  the  village  of  Aborffrov 
were  completed  and  brought  into  use  and  althoug.-h  some  mis-use  of  tho  fitting 
vvas  apparent  in  tne  first  few  months  the  position  improved  by  the  end  of  the 
_year- 

Routine  maintenance  of  tho  conveniences  in  the  area  was  m^aintainod  a.nd 
the  cust{?r'’ary  amount  of  wilful  dama  ,c  to  equipment  at  Rhosneigr  rend  Trearddur 
Bay  continued.  It  -vv^as  not  possible  to  trace  offenders  but  in  general,  the 
amount  of  damage  caused  was  small. 
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KUISi-U-iCES 


A total  of  58  nuisances  v/ere  re^>orted  and  investigated  during  the 
year  and  investigations  of  the  complaints  necessitated  a total  of  92  inspections 
or  re-inspections.  Three  of  the  four  houses  where  complaints  related  to 
disrepair  were  repaired  and  a notice  in  respect  of  the  remaining  house  was 
not  complied  vd.th  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  nuisance  from,  dust  rel.ated  to  a cement  silo  which  had  1)000 
constructed  on  the  Valley  station  sidings  in  connection  with  the  Power 
Station  project  at  Wjtlfa.  This  construction  \vas  carried  out  without  consulting 
this  liuthority  .and  its  operation  resulted  in  quantities  of  cement  dust  being 
blown  into  nearby  houses.  number  of  complaints  were  made  by  occupiers 
and  the  British  Transport  Co'^mission  v/ere  directed  to  secure  abatcrn'Cnt  of 
the  nuisance  or  to  re -site  the  silo  on  land  forming  part  of  the  new  sadings 
constructed  specially  for  Wylfa.  By  ho  end  of  the  year  the  ositinn  had 
improved  following  the  provision  of  tarpaulins  and  steel  sheets  but  an 
occasional  escape  of  dust  persj-sted. 


During  the  year,  two  .o.dditional  caravan  sites  Vvore  licensed  under 
Section  3 of  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 
bringing  the  total  num;ber  of  licensed  sites  in  the  area  to  76, 

95  additional  caravans  have  been  permitted  by  endors>3m,ent  of  licences, 
follov-dng  increases  granted  by  the  County  Planning  Department.  The  total 
number  of  caravans  permitted  increased  from  900  to  1,036. 

The  annual  survey  of  caravan  sites  indreated  a total  of  991  caravans 
v.'ithin  the  district,  these  being  accom’"''odated  on  licensed  sites,  unauthorised 
sites  and  sates  clAiJXiAcg  exemption  from  licensing  under  the  first  schedule 
of  the  Act. 

An  increase  in  other  duties,  have  pro?crented  as  many  inspections  as  one 
would  wish  but  in  general  the  caravan  s.rtes  are  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition.  Regrettably,  some  sites  still  require  the  provision  of  certain 
essential  facilities. 

The  number  of  tented  camips  remained  high.  At  the  peak  holiday 
period  th’.’re  were  384  tents  in  use.  The  facilities  provided  for  these  tents 
fell  short  of  those  required  for  caravan  sites,  but  present  legislation 
allows  no  stricter  control. 

One  appeal  was  made  against  site  licence  conditions  imposed  by  the 
Council  on  the  grounds  that  conditions  relating  to  permitted  number  of  cctravans 
and  the  area  pem^atted  "‘or  stationing  of  carav.ans  v^ere  unduly  burdensome. 
Following  a lengthy  local  court  hearing  the  magistrates  found  for  the 
appellant  and  the  numiPor  of  carav.ans  permitted  v^fas  increased  by  fifteen  and 
the  area  enlarged.

A complaint  was  received  in  the  department  that  the  ingestion  of  a 
lettuce  -purchased  from  a shop  in  .an  adjoining  district  had.  caused  illness 
was  investigated.  As  there  was  a possibility  that  the  sour  ta.stc  complained 
of  had  been  caused  by  the  use  of  chem  cal  sprays  by  the  gro\.er  the  National 
Agricultural  Advisory  Service  at  bangor  -v.-jra  contacted  and  that  Department 
were  of  the  opinion  that  the  sour  taste  could  be  attributable  to  the  very 
slow  growth  r'lte  of  the  lettuce.  The  Health  Departm.ent  for  the  area  in 
v.'hich  the  article  v/.as  'curchosed  had  had  no  si’’ ilar  c-)mplaints  from  persons 
wire  had  bought  lettuces  forming  part  of  the  s-\me  consignment  and  no  further 
action  in  the -matter  was  taken. 

Aberdeen  Typhoid  Outbreak
